At least one of the 76 tornadoes that swept through 
Oklahoma and Kansas recently was an F5

It was obvious that the at- 
mosphere was primed for a se- 
vere weather outbreak. The 
upper air data, the’ satellite 
photographs and the surface 
charts all told the same story, 
severe storms were headed for 
Oklalioma. $ 

It was clear-that America's 
Heartland: would be under the 
gun. Yet, what was not appar- 
ent was just how severe last 


* week's outbreak would be and 


exactly where the strongest 
storms would hit. 

Now, we know. The National 
Weather ‘Service’ estimates 76 
tornadoes swept through Okla- 
homa and-Karisas, killing over 
40 people, injuring hundreds of 
others and destroying nearly 
10,000 homes. 

At least one of those torna- 
does was rated as an F5, a 
twister with winds from 26] to 
318 mph. One Doppler radar in 
Oklahoma City estimated the 
winds in that tornado Moped 


- 800 mph. 


An F5 is tie strongest and 
rarest of tornadoes. Since the 
National Weather Service be- 
gan investigating tornado out- 
breaks in 1950, only 51 F5:tor- 
nadoes have been confirmed in 
the United States: ' 

Just one*F5 tornado formed 
all of last year, a devastating 
twister that ripped through the 
Birmingham, Alabama area in 
early April. Thirty-two people” 
were killed, hundreds injured 
and, just Oklahoma,

In 1997, an F5 tornado hit 
the small Texas town of Jarrell, 
just outside of Austin.

In each case, there was plen- 
ty of advance warning that the 
storms were coming. In Okla- 
homa last week, weather warn- 
ings were issued 20 to 30 min- 
utes before the twisters hit. ` 

Yet, with a storm packing 
winds over 260 mph, there 
aren't many places that offer a 
safe refuge. Only an under- 
ground shelter, like a base- 
ment,- woul i a major 
loss of life. d i 

Florida has never experi- 
enced an -F§ tornado. The 
strongest documented tornado 
in státe history was an F4 
(winds of 207-260- mph) that 
tore through the Tampa área i in 
1966. The twister-killed 11-peo- 
ple and injured 530, 
to the National

tornadoes (158-206 mph) have 
formed in our part of the state. 
Three of those hit central Flori- 
da last February, killing 42 
people in the deadliest tornado 
outbreak in state history. 

Most Florida tornadoes are 
weak and short-lived, typically 
lasting less than 10 minutes. 
Still, a weak tornado should 
not be underestimated. 

May through August are the 
primary months of tornado ac- 
tivity in our part of Florida, 
with the peak coming in June. 
These months coincide with 
the beginning of Florida’s rainy 
season and our heavy rain of- 
ten makes detection of these 
weak tornadoes more difficult. 

That means we don't hive as 
much advanced warning that a 
tornado has formed. So it’s crit- 
ical that you knowswhat to do if’ 
a tornado is. headed toward 
your home. 

In a house, seek shelter in an 
interior room on-the lowest lev- 
el.of your. house.-A closet or

The accidental inhalation of objects into the. airway or lungs is not 
uncommon. Usually, such exposures result in an immediate cough 
reflex that throws the object back out of the respiratory tract. Occa- 
sionally, objects become lodged in the trachea or a snialler bronchial 
tube, and are not cleared by coughing. 

Such “foreign bodies" in the lungs cause several problems, including 
collapse of a portion of the lung tissue, infection (pneumonia) in the 
affected area, and interference with normal air ventilation and oxy- 
genation. An obstruction in the trachea itself can cause death within 
minutes by completély occluding the airway. 

Most foreign bodies that lodge in the respiratory tract must be
